Can De Grown West of the Missouri 
River. 


Dickinson, V I)., Sept 
21.—I-. R. 
Waldron, superintendent of the Dick­ 
inson 
experimental 
station 
of 
the 
North Dakota agricultural college, has 
given out an interesting statement of 
the results of the year. 
The impor­ 
tance of the proper handling of the 
soil as shown in the good yields ob­ 
tained this year, despite the fact that 
there was less than half the normal 
rainfall, is one matter that has been 
put to the front. 
"There has always been a strong 
suspicion that the territory lying west 
and south of the .Missouri river is un­ 
fitted for ^'ficulture and is adapt* I 
only for ranging. 
This view has been 
shared by many of those living in the 
district as well as outside," says Pro­ 
fessor Waldron, in discussing the sea­ 
son’s operations. 
“ The farming results in Stark coun­ 
tv are of peculiar interest and value 
for the season of 1910. 
We have had 
an almost perfectly normal year and 
the results ought to indicate more or 
less fairly what may be expected for 
a period of years. 
These results ap

Little bas been said about the return 
of the Modoos. 
The interior depart 
inent and tile Indian bureau have not 
blazoned their kindliness abroad

few lines in iii*' official archives; a 
few phrases in tin* report of the de 
pertinent; 
a 
few 
remarks 
by 
tin* 
agents of Quapaw. Okla.. and Kla­ 
math. Ore.; a few changes in til** ta ­ 
bles of Indian population for tin* year 
—and that is all. 
That is the sum of 
the attention officially paid to Hie clos­ 
ing chapter of tin* west. 


R e tu r n tc An ces to r* ’ Hom e. 
Officially all Americans know is that 
“inasmuch as tin* original Modoc p ris ­ 
oners transported from Oregon to In­ 
dian territory are now dead, and as 
there seems to be no objection to their 
return tin* band of Modoos now at 
Quapaw agency will be transjiorted 
as expeditiously as possible to tin* 
Klam ath agency In Oregon." 
That is 
all tin* government has to say about 
it. and that is the way in winch tin* 
chapter is oilicialiy sealed. 
Thirty-seven years of exile in a dis­ 
tant 
land, thirty seven years away 
from tin* mountains and the inkes. the 
country where the old tribe roved and 
fought and died as warriors should 
thirty-seven years during which the 
captives taken to tin* faroff reserva­ 
tion have perished to ti man! 
And 
now a straggling few. their children 
go back to fbi* home of their f:itln*r> 
the country they liar** never seen. 
When th** whit** man fir<t swept into 
southern Oregon and northern <’a!i- 
fornia in* found the Modoos. never 
strong in numbers, hut of splendid 
tigbting stock, living in the laud of 
lakes and hills that lies upon the bor 
der line. They were an offshoot of th** 
conquering Timid) race that swung 
down from the frozen north 1,000 years 
ago. 
That onrush of polar hunters 
carried clear to Mexico, leaving the 
Apache, Navajo and Lipan as farthest 
outposts. 
The Klamath, llu p a aud 
Modoc were left along the road of 
travel. 
After much 
fighting between the 
white men and the Modoos a portion 
of tho tribe agreed in 1S04 to he herd­ 
ed with the Klamath on the latter 
tribe’s reserve. 
Klam ath reservation 
is an integral part of the old limiting 
ground, and with its lakes and [leaks 
is even more delightful than the tract 
th** Modocs held. 
Nevertheless one 
faction of the Modoos, headed by 
Kientpoos—known in western lore as 
“Captain Ja ck ’’—objected strongly to 
| th** transfer. 


Modoc* O p e n W a r . 
Kientpoos and his hand, numbering 
not over 225 people all told, went to 
their new location under protest and 
soon made the protest stronger by de­ 
claring that they could not live In har­ 
mony with tim Klamaths. 
They beg 
god permission to return home, aud 
the government received their prayer 
with red tape. and some more red tape 
tor good measure and variety. 
Then the Modoos cut the Gordian 
knot in th** Indian way. 
They jumped 
hack to their former homes and the 
war was on. 
The story of the fight Kientpoos 
made against a nation lias been told 
IO,CKX) times. 
We know' how the Mo- 
docs whipped everything the govern­ 
ment could send against them. 
At last 
a peace commission was appointed to 
treat with Hie tribe, and here the In­ 
dians overplayed their hand. 
They 
murdered the commission, headed by 
General Canby, and their doom was 
sealed. 
New armies came, and the Modocs, 
retiring to that inferno known as the 
lava beds, cheerfully killed the sol­ 
diers from the shelter of the rocks. 
More soldiers came, and also W arm 
Springs Indians, incited by the white 
man’s pay. 
The Modocs held their 
ground among the lava, but hunger did 
its work, and the tribe surrendered. 
Kientpoos and his councilors were 
duly hanged at Klamath agency, and 
flu* tribe, 14b strong, went to Quapaw, 
Indian Territory. 
Here they were as­ 
signed land and learned the arts of 
civilization. 
They became Christians, 
farmers, hardworking citizens. 
They 
gave no trouble, and they faded away 
one by one. ten after ten. 
Only forty-nine of the tribe remained 
—just 35 per cent of the num ber first 
kidnaped from their faroff home. 
The 
forty-nine packed up their slender bag­ 
gage. and a forgiving government sent 
them safely on their way. 


CARRIED OFF BY A LION. 


T hrill ing 
Experience of a R a n g e r In 
th e T r a n s v a a l. 
Two men at least have given ac­ 
counts of their sensations when they 
were carrie*! off by lions—the great ex­ 
plorer Livingstone and a man named 
Wolhuter. a ranger of game preserves j 
In the Tran-ivaal. 
Wolbuter’s adven­ 
ture is not secondary in interest to 
Livingstone’s experience. 
His story,

on ahead of Ills companions.

barked at something, aud a moment I 
later Wolhuter saw a lion crouching 
close to him on the right hand side. j 
Tile ranger turned Ills horse sharply, i 
I a circumstance that no doubt caused J 
the lion to miss the spring. 
Wolhuter was unseated. At the same 
moment he saw another lion corning 
j from 
the 
opposite 
direction. 
The 
horse rushed off. with the first lion 
In pursuit, aud the second lion picked 
Wolhuter up almost before he touched 
the ground and gripped him by the 
right shoulder In such a position that 
lie was face up. with his logs and body 
dragging underneath the beast. 
The 
lion trotted down the path. uttering a 
loud, growling, purring noise. 
W olhuter’s sensations were not those 
of Livingstone, who said he was in a 
state of apathy, with entire absence of 
[lain during the time the lion had him. 
The game ranger suffered terribly, 
both mentally and physically, and saw 
no possible way of escape. 
The lion 
took him nearly 200 yards. 
Suddenly Wolhuter bethought him of 
his sheath knife, which lie carried in 
his belt behind his right I)ip. On reach­ 
ing a large tree with overhanging roots 
the lion stopped, whereupon Wolhuter 
stabbed him twice in the side with his 
left hand. 
It Mas ascertained after­ 
ward that Hie first stab touched the 
bottom of the heart and that the sec­ 
ond one slit it down for some distance. 
The lion Immediately dropped Wol­ 
huter. 
and 
again 
tile game ranger 
struck him. this time in the throat, 
severing an artery. 
Tho lion jumped back and stood fac­ 
ing him. growling. 
Wolhuter scram ­ 
bled to his feet, shouting at the top of 
his lungs. 
Ile expected the beast to 


I corno at him again, hut it did n o t 
In- 
i stead, it turned slowly and. still growl- 
; lug. we/it a few paces. 
Soon its growls 
turned 
to 
moans. 
These, 
in 
turn. 
; ceased, and the ranger knew that the 


j beast M'as then dead. 
Wolhuter got up the tree as fast as 
his Injured arm 
would permit, and 
hardly was lie seated when the first 
lion, which had been after the horse. 
came hack on the trail of blood. 
By 
this time the plucky ranger was so 
faint that he tied himself to the tree 
to prevent himself from falling out. 
H e was found by his companions, 
who took him to a place of safety. The 
lion he had killed was an old male, and 
the weapon used 
was an ordinary 
sheath knife.—New York Tribune.

The lichen is rem arkable for the 
groat age to which it lives, there being 
good grounds for believing that the 
plants endure for IOO years.

JULY 4 DEATHS ARE FEWER. 


Only 131 Fatalities, b u t N u m b e r of I n ­ 
ju rie s W a s 2,923. 
Although the list of deaths aud acci­ 
dents due to the celebration of the 
Fourth of July is appalling, tin* “sane" 
observance of the day in 1910 shows a 
notable improvement in this respect, 
according to statistics compiled by th** 
Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation. 
Tile decrease in accidents 
is most marked in (hose sections where 
restrictive legislation lias been put in 
effect. 
“Two thousand, nine hundred and 
twenty-three 
persons 
were 
injured 
July 4 this year, of whom 131 died,” 
the Journal says. 
“Sixty-seven deaths 
were due to tetanus, nineteen were 
killed outright by firearms, eleven by 
explosions of powder, bombs or tor­ 
pedoes, six by cannon or similar con­ 
trivances, while twenty-six, mostly lit­ 
tle girls, were burned to death by fire 
from fireworks. 
“Startling as is this showing, it is the 
best since 1903, when the Journal be­ 
gan keeping Its record. 
In 1903 4,440 
persons were injured, of whom 400 
I lost their lives, 400 of them dying 
; from tetanus. 
The grand total for 
I eight y e a r s shows that 37.52G persons 
have been injured, of whom 1,002 
' died.”
